George Clark’s movement of 2,500 can¬ 
vassers gathering names asking for plebis¬ 
cites on NDP farm safety and carbon tax 
laws doesn't have a name. 

However it hits ideals, a belief in the demo¬ 
cratic rights of citizens to speak freely and 
resist bad government peacefully and legally. 

Clark is on a provincial tour to organize 
;uid inspire teams from Fort McMurray in the 
northeast of the province t o Pincher Creek in 
the southwest. 

They are collecting signatures on petitions 
asking for two plebiscites - one to rescind 
Bill 6 that puts farms into the Worker’s 
Compensation Board and Occupational 
Health and Safety systems, and one to halt 
the carbon tax law that will create a $3-bil- 
lion a year tax on carbon generated from 
fossil fuels. 

Clark stopped in Didsbury Jan. 21 to meet a 
dozen canvassers and supporters. He spoke 
informally and the group shared a snack of 
homemade cookies. The campaign to gather 
signatures is doing well in Central Alberta, 
especially in Red Deer, he said. 

Clark is especially pleased that the peti¬ 
tions are gathering a substantial number 
of signatures in Spirit River and Fairview, 
the political home of Grant Notley, Premier 
Rachel Notley’s father, head of the NDP and 
leader of the official Opposition until his 
death in 1984. 

Clark said he doesn’t expect Premier 
Notley to grant the request of the petitions 
and he suggested it is ironic that the NDP, 
which was a protest party on the fringe of 
Alberta politics for many years, does not pay 
more attention to protest now that it holds 
power. 

The signature campaign is being well 
received throughout Alberta except in 
Calgary and Edmonton, said Clark. The 
Progressive Conservative and Wildose par¬ 
ties are “uneasily" watching the campaign, 
he said. 

Some organizations like the Canadian 
Association of Petroleum Land Admin¬ 
istration have supported the campaign, how¬ 
ever the oil industry in general is holding 
back, he said, because it is uncertain about 
retaliation. 

He said he has been subject to social 
media criticism that he hits a hidden political 
agenda, attacks that he attributes to NDP 
supporters.

If they send money before realizing 
it’s a scam, they are asked to report it 
to the Didsbury RCMP detachment at 
403-335-3382.

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Feds switch Syrian 
family bound for Olds

As the federal government scrambles to 
settle the flood of Syrian refugees into Canada, 
a Didsbury and Carstairs sponsorship group 
has agreed to change the family it welcomes 
to Mountain View County. 

The group, organized by the Bergthal 
Mennonite Church had accepted the family 
of a 44-year-old concrete worker, his wife and 
eight children. However, they agreed Jan. 18 
instead to receive a 39-year-old truck driver. 
Iris 40-year-old wife and their seven children 
aged 11 down to an infant. 

The mother and 11-year-old daughter have 
renal function impairment disorder and will 
ireed primary medical care when they arrive. 

John McCallum, the minister of 
immigration, refugees and citizenship said 
Jan. 20 that agencies in Toronto, Halifax, 
Ottawa and Vancouver can’t handle any more 
refugees for several days while they absorb 
the nuyority of the 11,613 Syrian refugees 
admitted to the country as of Jan. 18. 

McCallam said that the agencies in the four

cities have asked for a pause of about a week 
and after that a slowdown in the number of 
refugees they receive. 

Officials with the program said Jan. 12 
that the c hallenge in the cities is to find 
housing and groups such as the Didsbury 
and Carstairs volunteers who have arranged 
rental housing in Olds for the family. 

The pause in city resettlement has rippled 
through the entire program and those 
responsible for resettlement have acljusted 
arrangements, said the spokesperson. 

The Didsbury and Carstairs group is larger 
than just the Bergthal Church however 
the Mennonites took the iead to form the 
committee and raise the funds needed to care 
for the family. 

The Mennonite Central Committee in 
Alberta is now working with sponsorship 
groups started by 12 Mennonite churc hes, 
eight non-Mennonite churches and ten 
groups without church affiliation. There are 
15 more groups that have asked the MCC for 
assistance in setting up a sponsorship group. 

These groups have applied for 175 families 
and 553 individuals in 175 families 

Gordon Imlach.

Registration with 
Didsbury Minor Soccer 
Association starts Feb. 
1 when parents can 
sign up their children at 
dmsaregistrar@gmail. 
corn, according to soci¬ 
ety treasurer and referee 
co-ordinator Debbie 
Brazzale. 

The minor soccer asso¬ 
ciation expects 250 to 275 
players to participate on 
18 teams that are orgiui- 
ized by the age of the 
players on the eligibility 
date of April 30. The sea¬ 
son opens April 26 and 
27, depending on weather 
and field conditions. 

“This is the least ex¬ 
pensive organized minor 
league sport,” said 
Brazzale. The only equip¬ 
ment requirement for the 
youngest players is for 
their safety: shin pads and 
suitable socks that hold 
up the pads, and shorts 
without pockets. 

The association pro¬ 
vides players with a team 
shirt for the season. 

The cost is $60 per 
player for the six U-6 
teams that are for chil¬ 
dren aged six and under 
on the eligibility date of 
April 30. Players on the 
four U-8 (eight and under) 
and U-10 (10 and under) 
teams, pay $75 to register. 

The U-6, U-8 and U-10 
teams are made up of 
both boy and girl players 
and compete in a house 
league in Didsbury. 

U-12 (12 and under) 
players pay $85 to regis¬ 
ter. U-14 (14 and under), 
U-16 (16 and under) and 
U-19 (19 and under) pay 
$ 100 . 

The older players must 
provide themselves soc¬ 
cer shoes, socks, shin 
pads and shorts, and are 
given team shirts. “These 
are the soccer equipment 
‘Ss’,” said Brazzale. 

The U-12, U-14, U-16 and 
U-19 are travel teams and 
play in the Big Country 
Soccer Association’s 
West District. They have 
four home and four 
away games - against 
teams from Sundre, Olds, 
Cremona, Crossfield ;md 
Bowden.

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Co-inventor of sturling wins 
2016 Alberta championship

Carson and Marianne 
Schultz celebrated the 
18th year of stick curling, 
co-invented by Carson 
and Brian Dinginan 
in Didsbury in 1998, 
by winning the 2016 
Alberta championship in 
Wainwright, played Jan. 
6 - 8 . 

Carson and Marianne 
will compete in the 
Canadian stick curling 
championship in Vernon, 
B.C. March 21-23 against 
teams from seven other 
provinces. 

The game began as a 
sibling of curling, played 
on a curling rink with 
curling rocks, but using 
a stick to grip the rock’s 
handle and push the rock 
toward the house, rather 
than kneeling and sliding 
it by hand, said Schultz. 

Schultz and his friend 
Brian Dingman created 
the game and the push 
stick to accommodate 
avid curlers who found 
it difficult or impossible 
because of age, handicap 
or ir\jury, to kneel in the 
hack in order to launch 
the curling rock down 
the ice by hand. 

The game evolved and 
slide curlers now partici¬ 
pate with stick curlers, 
so the name “sturling’’ is 
now used. In the game 
of sturling each team is 
made up of two players 
and the game consists of 
six ends with each team 
curling six rocks per end. 
Sweeping is only permit¬ 
ted in the house when the 
rock has passed the hog 
line, Schultz explained. 

Forty sturlers play in 
Didsbury each Tuesday 
morning and afternoon 
with a $6 soup and sand¬ 
wiches lunch break. The 
soup and sandwiches 
are homemade by mem¬ 
bers of the group. The 
sturling league is the lar¬ 
gest group to regularly 
use the Didsbury Curling 
Club, said club member 
Wayne Sandy. 

The Carbury Cup is 
contested each year 
between Carstairs and 
Didsbury sturlers. The 
2016 Carbury Cup is set 
for Jan. 28 - 29. “This is 
not a social event, this 
is about winning," said 
Sandy. 

The World Sturling 
Skins Championship is 
set for March 11 - 13 in 
Carstairs. 

There are now at 
least 185 curling clubs 
across Canada and as 
many again in the United 
States, said Schultz. 

He adds more to the 
website list (www. 
sturling.net) when they 
contact him. 

The game is also 
played in France and 
Denmark and play¬ 
ers in Switzerland have 
informed him of the first 
Swiss bonspiel to be 
held later this winter

An open letter to Conservatives 


Come to think of it Ron Southern never rode a 
horse in public. 

But equestrians around the world experienced 
genuine sorrow when they learned of his death 
Jan. 21 because they knew Ron as the affable and 
acc essible co-founder of Spruce Meadows with his 
wife Margaret. 

Spruce Meadows is synonymous, not just in 
Canada but in the world, with international show 
jumping. 

Since 1975, 10 million equestrian fans have 
watc hed riders from 57 nations win $110 million in 
competition prize money at Spruce Meadows. 

In 1947, Ron and his Calgary firefighter father 
started a modest trailer building business called 
ATCO in the family garage. 

Success was hard come by; one of my favourite 
Ron stories is that after a bmsh with insolvency, 
each morning he had his people give him the bank 
balances for the companies in the ATCO group. 

ATCO now has 8,000 employees in 100 countries 
and is worth an estimated $19 billion. 

The success of the business brought Ron the 
demons of alcohol. Confronted by the people that 
loved him, he stopped drinking. Instantly. 

When he straightened out his life, he and Margaret 
discovered the joys of philanthropy. 

I met Ron and Marg in 1974 when, for the City of 
Calgary’s 100th birthday, they acquired an island in 
the Bow River next to the Calgary Zoo, improved it 
and made it a public park. I was the city hall bureau 
chief for the Albertan newspaper at the time and 
that was my first Southern story. 

A year later I was in the scrum of ink-stained 
wretches at the launch of Spruce Meadows. 

Ron and Marg's daughters Linda and Nancy rode 
jumping horses. Linda competed at the 1990 Atlanta 
Olympics. Love of horses, the mark of an equestrian, 
was in the Southern genes and found its unselfish 
expression at Spruce Meadows. 

With grit and determination and the power of the 
family's money. Spruce Meadows steadily moved up 
the ranks of international showjumping venues. 

But you can’t create a Spruce Meadows just 
because you’re rich. That’s not the way equestrian¬ 
ism works. It takes a vision, a commitment and an 
understanding of, a love for and a trust in horses. 

Another of my favourite Ron Southern stories is 
how he and Margaret became close friends of Italian 
opera tenor, the late Luciano Pavarotti. Now I don’t 
think Ron could carry a tune in a bucket. But the 
three friends loved show horses, and Pavarotti had a 
pretty decent jumping venue himself. 

One day Ron said to me that the coffee was 
always on in the bams at Spruce Meadows. 

I went out to see, and it was fresh and in a clean 
mug. 

What does all this have to do with Didsbury? 

Well, equestrians live in a completely differ¬ 
ent world that the rest of us don’t understand but 
around Didsbury, an equestrian knows a fellow 
equestrian. 

For the rest of us, Ron Southern was an Albertan 
and gave the word “Albertan" an unbreakably fine 
meaning. 

Requiescat in pace, Ron.
